On or about September 27, 2005, within the District of 
Columbia, the defendant, ADALBERTO MEJIA FLORES and co- conspirators 
not charged herein, did unlawfully, knowingly and intentionally 
combine, conspire, confederate and agree together, with each other, 
with CO- conspirators not charged herein, and with others known and 
unknown, to unlawfully, knowingly, and intentionally possess with 
intent to distribute a mixture and substance containing a 
detectable amount of cocaine, a Schedule II narcotic drug 
controlled substance, in violation of Title 18, United States Code, 
Sections 371 and Title 21 United States Code Section 841. 
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Overt Acts 

In furtherance of this conspiracy, the defendant and other co- 
conspirators, known and unknown, committed overt acts, including 
but not limited to the following: 

1. On or about September 27, 2005, in the District of 

Columbia, ADALBERTO MEJIA FLORES, transported approximately two 

kilograms of cocaine to the Burger King parking lot located at 32 

Florida Avenue, Northeast, Washington, which cocaine was to be 

distributed to a confidential informant who was working at the 

direction of law enforcement.
